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Dole  ties  Lugar

Presidential  candidate  Bob  Dole  fin- 
ished strong  on  Tuesday  lo  lie 
Indiana  Senator  Dick  Lugar  in 
IPFW's  firsi  unofficial  primary  sponsored 
by  The  Communicator. 

Dole  trailed  Lugar  after  Monday's  poll 


closed.  However,  after  the  final  vole  was 
tallied  on  Tuesday  evening.  Dole  and  Lugar 
received  24  percent  of  the  GOP  vote. 

President  Clinton,  who  faces  little  oppo- 
sition within  his  own  parly,  took  93  percent 
of  the  Democratic  vote 

Ralph  Nader,  who  is  running  on  the 
Green  Party's  ticket,  received  10  percent  of 
the  total  vote  Some  voters  said  Nader's 
appearance  on  campus  influenced  their  vote 


this  week.  Nader  is  a  consumer  advocate 
and  author  of  "Unsafe  At  Any  Speed,''  the 
1960s  expose  responsible  for  fundamental 
changes  in  safely  standards  of  American 
automobiles. 

New  Hampshire  primary  winner  Pat 
Buchanan  took  third  place  among 
Republicans  with  20  percent  of  the  GOP 
vote  Former  ambassador  Alan  Keyes  made 
a  strong  showing  finishing  fourth  with  14 


percent  of  the  Republican  vote.  Former 
Tennessee  governor  Lamar  Alexander  and 
Sieve  Forbes  tied  for  fifth  with  10  percent 
and  Bob  Doman  received  zero  GOP  votes. 

With  a  total  of  four  votes,  student  Jacqui 
Dowdell  received  more  voles  than  any 
other  write-in  candidate.  Former  General 
Colin  Powell  took  Ihrcc  voles  and 
Republicans  Jack  Kemp,  George  Bush  and 
former  candidate  Ross  Perot  secured  one 


vole  each  "No  one  suitable"  also  received 
one  vote  on  the  write-in  balloi 

Cecil  Baker,  student,  said  Lugar  is  prob- 
ably the  most  hones!  candidate  running,  bul 
he  said  he  does  not  believe  the  Indiana  sen- 
ator has  much  chance  of  winning 

"Lugar  is  kind,  thoughtful  and  caring  for 
people  bul  it  usually  doesn't  gel  you  die 
presidency,"  Baker  said.  He  was  paraphras-

SAB  warns 
potential  vandals

Student 
organization 
posters  have 
long  been  disap- 
pearing from 
IPFW  campus 
bulletin  boards 
and  some  orga- 
nizations are 
getting  lough  on 
the  perpetrators. 
"SAB 
and  student  government  tend  to  put  things  oul  there  for 
advertisement  of  events,"  Director  of  Interior  and 
Exlerior  Affairs  George  Gounaris  said  "And  they're 
having  theft  and  vandalism  of  the  materials  they  stick 
oul  Ihere. 

"We've  put  lags  on  (the  boards)  saying  that  if  ihe 
person  is  caught  vandalizing  or  stealing  (he  items,  they 
can  be  prosecuted;  they  will  be,"  Gounaris  added. 
"Charges  will  be  fded  against  them  for  ihcfi  if  caught 
stealing  ihe  materials  put  out  there  by  the  Sludent 
Activities  Board." 

The  notice  is  on  the  top,  right-hand  comer  of  each 
board  Bul  iheft  isn't  SAB's  only  problem;  many  stu- 
dent organizations  are  posting  their  flyers  over  SAB 
advertisements. 

"It's  the  same  thing  with  the  vandalism,"  Gounaris 
said  "People  are  putting  their  own  little  flyers  over  the 
boards.  From  now  on,  SAB  is  monitoring  them;  if  they 
(SAB)  pull ...  one  of  their  advertising  boards  out  there 
and  it  has  people's  flyers  stuck  to  it,  those  organiza- 
tions those  flyers  belong  lo  are  going  to  be  contacted 


by  our  lawyer,  letting  them  know  they  have  vandalized 
school  property." 

SAB's  revised  policy  concerning  protection  of  its 
advertising  properly  stems  from  constant  disappear- 
ance of  their  boards 

"It's  just  continuous  ...  To  ihe  poini  ihat  every  year 
ihe  Activities'  money  gels  cut.  so  every  year  the 
Activities  have  less  money  lo  spend  on  advertising 
material  But  when  it  keeps  gelling  stolen,  we  pur- 
chase more  and  more,  and  with  funds  being  cut  and 
cut,  there's  less  and  less  to  purchase  more  and  more 
with. 

"It  doesn't  mailer  whether  il  costs  a  dime  or  it  costs 
ten  dollars,  they  are  stealing  school  property,  vandaliz- 
ing or  stealing  school  property,"  Gounaris  said. 

President  of  Student  Activities  Erin  Fridh  deals 
direcdy  with  the  Learning  Resources  Center  whenever 
boards  are  needed.  Each  lime  SAB  needs  new  replace- 
ment boards,  she  must  put  in  an  order  with  the  LRC. 

"Already  this  semester  we  had  LRC  print  up  six 
new  boards,  and  we  only  have  two  left,"  Fridh  said. 
"They're  disappearing  rather  quick,  so  we'll  have  lo 
talk  to  LRC  about  printing  up  more  and  however  long 
it  takes  to  print  them,  we  can't  use  the  boards  to  adver- 
tise." 

Fridh  said  she  hasn't  registered  an  official  com- 
plaint with  any  university  authorities  about  the  contin- 
ual disappearance  of  the  boards. 

"I  haven't  contacted  anyone  personally,"  Fridh  said. 
"I  know  thai  we  tried  ...  just  getting  more  boards  and 
trying  to  put  tags  on  them  saying  'Please  leave  them 
alone,  they  are  school  property  '  We  figured  that  might 
...  draw  people  away  from  taking  them,  but  it  hasn't. 

"The  campus  police  wander  about  the  campus  and 
can't  just  keep  an  eye  on  our  boards  "

I  recently  saw  a  rented  version 
of  the  controversial  film  "Priest," 
which  is  about  a  gay  priest  who 
hides  his  sexuality,  while  condon- 
ing the  affair  of  a  colleague  and 
struggling  with  the  conditions  of 
his  employment.  1  admit,  1  was 
intrigued  by  the  controversy  sur- 
rounding the  film,  but  I  walked 
away  bewildered. 

The  hubbub  centered  around  so- 
called  "explicit"  sex  scenes 
between  the  gay  priest  and  a  man 
be  met  in  a  bar.  I'm  sorry,  but  I  just 


don't  get  it.  I 
don't  think 
nudity  makes  a 
sex  scene  sexy, 
but  this  scene 
contained  no 
nudity.  Since 
when  does  an 
explicit  movie 
not  contain 
nudity?  Those 
who  protested 
the  movie  did 
so  because  of 
the  passion  the 
characters  showed  toward  each 
other,  not  the  explicity.  Because 
two  men  kissed  with  the  same  inti- 
macy as  a  heterosexual  couple,  the 
movie  was  branded  "homoerotic  " 

This  is  the  same  double  standard 
that  allows  the  vagina  to  be  shown 
but  not  toe  penis.  Sex  scenes  are 
tolerated  only  if  they  involve  a 
straight  couple  and  do  not  show  the 
male  organ  (but  the  entire  female 
body  expresses  the  film's  artistic 
value).

Am 
I  again  expected  to  numb  my  sensi- 
bilizes as  so  many  of  us  who  live  in 
our  cities  have  had  to  do  to  survive 
the  horrors  of  the  bomelessness  that 
surrounds  us?  Cloaking  with  cal- 
lousness aching  hearts  that  secretly 
long  to  reach  out  and  help,  we  now 
step  over  those  whom  we  once 
would  have  knelt  to  lift  up.  And  our 
spirit  of  justice  screams  as  it  quietly 
dies.  To  me,  these  dilemmas  feel

Any  economic  system  that  not 
only  depends,  but  insists  on 
exploitation  and  neglect  is  a  bad 
one  (communist,  capitalist,  socialist 
or  otherwise).  A  reporter  from  one 
of  the  local  newspapers  rose  and 
spoke,  telling  the  audience  that  he 
had  talked  to  Sen.  Richard  Lugar 
earlier  that  day.  According  to  that 
reporter,  the  Senator  doesn't  believe 
it's  appropriate  for  Americans  to 
link  their  concern  over  human 
rights  with  trade  When  I  heard  this. 


1  began  thinking  inside.  "Well  then. 
Sen.  Lugar,  with  what  might  I  ask 
do  you  suggest  we  link  human 
rights,  especially  those  that  are  so 
clearly  being  violated  for  profit?"  I 
suspect  Sen.  Lugar,  among  others, 
would  prefer  we  forget  about 
human  rights  altogether,  since 
divorcing  them  from  economics  is 
as  good  as  forgetting  mem  I  simply 
cannot  forget. 

No,  I  don't  think  communism  is 
the  only  problem  here.  Oh.  to  be 
sure,  communism  is  undoubtedly  an 
evil  force  in  China,  one  that  needs 
to  be  eradicated.  But  one  among 
many,  the  least  of  which  is  certainly 
not  the  international  greed  of  the 
world  opulent.  It  is  market  forces, 
Mr  Wu.  that  make  prison  labor  in 
China  profitable,  jusl  as  it  is  market 
forces  that  make  prison  in  the  U.S. 
profitable.  For  instance,  as  revealed 
by  Christian  Parent!  in  the  Jan.  29. 
1996,  issue  of  "The  New  Republic": 
"Since  1990.  thirty  stales  have 
legalized  the  contracting  out  of 
prison  labor  to  private  companies" 
here  in  our  country  Of  course, 
many  people  don't  know  this,  and  a 
number  who  do  know  it  think  (hat 


it's  a  good  idea  to  make  prisoners 
pay  their  own  keep.  The  problem  is 
that  many  of  these  prisoners  are 
juveniles.  Paying  their  own  keep, 
juvenile  or  otherwise,  is  not  the 
issue.  Prisoners  working  private 
sector  jobs  that  unemployed 
Americans  need  to  put  food  on  their 
tables  is  the  issue.  Prisoners  work- 
ing for  a  fraction  of  the  minimum 
wage,  intensifying  the  already 
unbearable  competition  within  the 
tabor  market,  and  further  depressing 
working-class  wages  is  the  issue. 
Tbe  use  of  prison  labor  to  break 
union  strikes  and  threaten  union 
organization  is  the  issue.  The  ram- 
pant racism  in  our  justice  system  is 
the  issue.  The  obvious  injustice  and 
misappropriation  of  the  "thrce- 
strikes-and-you're-out"  law  is  the 
issue.  The  fact  that  so  many  youths 
and  adults  wind  up  in  prison  for 
reasons  directly  linked  to  economic 
deprivation  in  the  first  place  is  the 
issue  And  these  are  only  a  very  few 
of  the  issues;  I  could  go  on  and  on. 
You  don't  need  to  be  an  economist 
to  see  these  connections.  Use  your 
imagination. 

Am  I  playing  the  race  card?  Yes.

Almost  everyone  likes  ihe 
sun.  A  nice,  bright,  sunny 
day  makes  us  feel  good, 
and  a  tan  is  considered  by  many  to 
be  beallhy  and  desirable  But  the 
sun  produces  an  invisible  hazard  in 
the  form  of  ultraviolet  light. 

Ultraviolet  rays  are  harmful 
because  Ihey  penetrate  the  outer- 
most layer  of  the  skin  and  enter  the 
epidermis  Here  Ibc  ultraviolet  rays 
stimulate  tanning,  but  also  cause 
damage  to  the  epidermal  cells  (the 
outer  most  layer  of  cells)  which 
then  release  an  inflammatory  sub' 
stance.  These  travel  into  the  under 
lying  layer  of  the  skin,  the  dermis 
which  contains  the  blood  vessels 
nerves  and  supporting  skin  tissues 
As  a  result,  the  blood  vessels  dilate, 
causing  the  skin  to  lum  red  and,  if 
the  damage  is  more  severe,  sunburn 
results.  Long-term  damage  results 


in  skin  cancers  and  the  effects  of 
aging,  sucb  as  wrinkles. 

Some  of  the  great  sun  tanning 
myths  arc: 

•  A  suntan  is  a  sign  of  health 

(it  is  a  sign  of  damaged  skin). 

•  A  suntan  protects  the  skin 
against  burning  or  skin 
cancer 

•  You  will  nol  get  sunburned  rf 
ri  is  cloudy  (ultra  violet  rays 
penetrate  clouds). 

•The  holler  it  is,  Ihe  higher 
the  risk  of  sunburn 
(heat  is  irrelevant). 

•  Children  need  to  be  exposed 
to  the  sun  for  their  health  and 
to  loughen  their  skin 
(possibly  in  the  northern 
hemisphere,  but  they  should 
be  protecled  with  sunblock). 

•  You  will  nol  get  burned  if  you 
are  playing  a  sport  or  in  Ihe 
water  (reflected  radiation  can 
be  just  as  damaging  as  thai 
received  by  lying  in  the  sun). 

There  are  three  types  of  malignant 


skin  cancer.  Tbese  are  basal  cell 
carcinoma,  squamous  cell  carcino- 
ma and  malignant  melanoma. 
Squamous  cell  carcinoma  is  of 
great  concern  because  u  can  spread. 
Melanoma  carries  a  higb  fatality 
rate  and  tends  to  affect  young  peo- 
ple. 

Those  who  are  fair-skinned,  blue- 
eyed  and  have  blond  or  reddish  hair 
are  mosi  prone  to  sunburn  and  skin 
cancer.  The  best  advice  is  to  avoid 
going  out  in  the  sun  between  11:30 
a.m.  and  3:30  p.m.  during  the  sum- 
Skin  cancer  can  take  anywhere 
from  ten  and  thirty  years  to  devel- 
op. Melanoma  develops  at  a  faster 
rate. 

Symptoms  of  skin  cancer  often 
appear  in  the  form  of  a  sore  thai 
will  nol  heal.  See  your  physician  if 
you  note: 

•  A  small,  open  sore  that 
oozes,  bleeds  or  crusts 

•  A  reddish  patch  of  skin  that 
hurls  or  itches 


•  A  small,  centrally  indented 
mole,  freckle  or  lesion  with  a 
smooth,  rolled  border 

•  A  shiny  bump  or  pimple  that 
is  commonly  pink,  red  or 
white,  but  may  also  be  black, 
brown  or  tan 

•  A  scar-like,  tight  area  of  skin 
with  a  white,  yellow  or  waxy 
appearance 

Sunblock  provides  the  besi  protec- 
tion from  ultraviolet  rays.  For  chil- 
dren. Ihe  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  recommends  a  sun- 
block wiih  Sun  Protection  Factor 
(SPF)  of  at  least  15  with  low  or  no 
alcohol  content.  For  adults,  the  Sun 
Protection  Factor  should  be  from 
fifteen  to  thirty,  depending  on  how 
quickly  an  individual  will  bum.  The 
SPF  number  is  displayed  on  the 
front  of  the  product. 

Sunshine  can  be  enjoyed  without 
Ihe  risks  by  keeping  a  few  simple 
rules:  wear  suitable  clothing,  use  an 
effective  sunblock,  tan  gently  and 
lightly  and  protect  children.

Student  exchange  provides  home  away  from  home

Imagine  waking  up  some  morn- 
ing in  January  next  year  and  walk- 
ing to  class  in  70-degree  tempera- 
lures.  No,  Fort  Wayne  is  not 
expecting  a  heat  wave  during  our 
typically  frigid  winter  (unfortunate- 
ly). This  dream  can  become  a  reali- 
ty, however,  through  the  National 
Student  Exchange  (NSE). 

The  department  of  student  acad- 
emic counseling  provides  the  NSE 
program.  "The  program  has  existed 
over  25  years  and  IPFW  has  partici- 
pated in  20  of  those  years,"  associ- 
ate director  Laura  Herbrand  said. 

In  order  to  participate  in  the

basic  flow  of  the  river  (watch  out 
for  the  boulders) 

People  who  are  consiantly,  anx- 
iously trying  to  manipulate  the  out- 
side world  in  order  to  make  them- 
selves happy,  says  Gawain,  are 
fighting  against  the  natural  flow  of 
life.  If  you  are  coming  from  this 
perspective,  she  writes,  "...either

New  PAC 
proposal

Phillip  Marx,  an  IPFW  stu- 
dent and  Republican  congres- 
sional hopeful,  has  suggested  a 
new  way  for  politicians  lo  lake 
in  PAC  money. 

"When  you  watch  the  cam- 
paigns, it's  almost  like  some 
days  you  can  tell  the  way 
they're  changing  messages," 
Marx  said.  "They  suddenly  got 
S  10,000  from  the  NRA  the  day 
before, 

"But  look  at  it  from  another 
point  of  view  If  you  saw  a 
politician  ...  and  you  thought 
he  was  giving  you  good  ser- 
vice, you  would  want  to  sup- 
port him  with  a  contribution. 

"You  go  to  a  restau- 
rant, and  you  don't  tip  them 
first,  but  if  they  give  you  good 
service,  you're  going  to  tip 
accordingly," 

While  Marx  admits  that 
many  of  the  details  would  still 
need  to  be  worked  out,  the 
basic  design  of  the  system  can 
keep  representatives  from 
being  influenced  by  their  polit- 
ical campaign's  biggest  donors 

"What  I  would  advocate 
would  be  this:  I  would  set  up 
an  independent  trust,  a  legiti- 
mate company.  I  would  cam- 
paign, I  would  spread  my  mes- 
sage, what  I  believe  in,  how  I 
would  behave,  and  solicit 
donations  with  my  personality. 
Anyone  that  wanted  to  donate 
lo  my  campaign  would  contact 
that  independent  company.  On 
a  weekly  or  a  monthly  basis. 
that  money  would  be  released 
in  blocks  to  me  I  would  not 
know  who  was  giving  mc 
money." 

Marx  also  proposes  a  way 
for  contributions  to  become 
public. 

"You  have  to  have  an 
accounting  procedure,  so  ... 
after  the  end  of  my  two-year 
period,  I  would  have  full  dis- 
closure of  that."  be  said. 

The  most  important  part  of 
Marx's  system  would  be  to  get 
away  from  the  way  large  politi- 
cal contributors  can  influence 
politicians  under  the  present 
setup, 

"The  way  it's  set  up,  it  defi- 
nitely smacks  of  corruption 
today."  Marx  said. 

"The  problem  comes  in  ... 
when  they  give  you  the  money 
first  ...  somebody  gives  you  a 
tbousand  dollars,  you  pay 
attention  loihai."

Student  runs  for  congress

Congressman  Mark  Souder  will 
enter  the  Republican  congressional 
primaries  against  an  opponent  from 
the  IPFW  community.  IPFW  stu- 
dent Phillip  Marx  plans  to  contest 
Souder  for  the  Republican  nomina- 
tion for  Indiana's  fourth  congres- 
sional district. 

The  28-ycar-old  Marx  said  he 
didn't  find  a  fourth  district  candi- 
date who  expressed  political  views 
similar  enough  to  his  own  to  war- 
rant his  support,  so  he  said  he 
decided  to  run  instead. 

"I  do  believe  (the  Republicans) 
are  getting  a  little  out  of  control," 
Marx  said.  "I  am  a  registered 
Republican,  I  have  always  been  I 
think  they're  getting  a  Utile  out  of 
control  in  [he  environment. 

"I  don'l  think  they've  given 
enough  foresight  exactly  lo  what 
that  entails " 

Marx  cited  recent  Republican 
proposals  to  remove  the  federal 
government  from  the  welfare  sys- 
tem He  said  that  in  an  effort  to 
reduce  costs,  various  slates  would 
drastically  reduce  their  welfare  pro- 
grams, leaving  many  working  poor 
people  out  in  the  cold 

"They  should  address  that  on  a 
national  scale,"  be  said. 

Marx  said  he  also  does  not  agree 
on  many  Republican  proposals 
which  affect  environmental  con- 
cerns, but  he  admitted  that  he  didn'l 
have  a  clear  view  of  Souder's  envi- 
ronmental voting  record. 

"I'm  just  gelling  into  this."  he 
said  "I'm  trying  to  correlate  how 
well  Souder's  record  actually  goes 
with  Congress'.  The  Republican 
Congress,  as  a  whole,  seems  to  cor- 
relate pretty  well  with  the  points  I 
am  against 

"I  need  lo  find  enough  specifics 
on  it  There's  a  bill  that  looks  like, 
specifically,  they  voted  lo  allow 
businesses  lo  dump  sludge  in  rivers 
with  a  promise  that  they  would 


clean  it  up  in  the  future  ...  To  me, 
that's  just  ridiculous. 

"I  don'l  know  if  Congressman 
Souder  is  for  these  things  or  if  he  is 
being  led  by  other  Republicans,  but 
I  want  to  gel  bis  attention,  I  want  lo 
get  the  Republican  Parly's  atten- 
tion." 

Marx  said  he  had  a  duty  to  ran 
against  Souder  when  he  searched 
and  found  out  (bat  nobody  else  was 
challenging  Souder's  .Republican 
nomination  He  also  said  he 
believes  that  the  ideas  of  both 
Souder  and  probable  Democratic 
challenger,  IPFW  professor  Jerry 
Houseman,  are  both  weak. 

An  economics  major.  Marx  orig- 
inally entered  IPFW  as  an  engineer- 


ing student,  bui  decided  he  was 
more  interested  in  international 
business  and  politics. 

"It  took  me  about  two  years," 
Marx  said.  "But  one  summer,  I  was 
checking  out  some  different  classes 
I  took  in  economics  and  political 
science  ...  I  have  decided  (to  pur- 
sue) a  bachelor  of  ans  in  economics 
and  a  certificate  in  international 
affairs  " 

Before  entering  college.  Marx 
held  a  variety  of  jobs.  He  graduated 
from  high  school  thinking  he  would 
never  attend  college,  but  did  not 
find  the  opportunities  for  people 
with  only  a  high  school  diploma  to 
his  taste.
